India Torn Asunder By Inter- 
nal Dissention

fur Tndia " ftiicli was the riuestii'ci 
tbat Mr. ir. II, .roaohim j.ropos'-d 
last night before a larpe and inter- 
ested audience. Jfr. .foachim he hini- 
'self a native of India and a .Ul-- 
t;nu",iisli>>il L-radiiaf" of the l.'nivi-r- 
sity (,r \];r i/.i:.:iin... appr,;aohed tiie 
i-liiestion In an iinpr.-diidlced mann'?r 
giving a remarkable .account ot con- 
ditions social, religious, economic am! 
educational as they exist today. "The 
great pro'rloni of India today,- sail 
he, "Is being viewed by tlie thinking 
section ot Europe and .Vmerlca.' Tlie 
tiucstlon of Independenco Is in the 
mind of every man, w-oman ;ind chi't 
of Indi.i." .Mr. Joachim pointed out 
that it was a fiiiestion of great im- 
portance to the Hritlsh Empire and 
iliereore to the world at large. 

The present system of government 
is evolved from comnieroial relations 
dating to tiie Klizubethiaii Ago. It 
has ha<l no political history except 
since 1904. TIic Uritlsh govcrnmont 
has profited from the country econo- 
mically thouuh by iio means has it 
exploited tho native, ner given noth- 
ing in return, tlio speaker declared. 
Itrilain had committed niany errors 
but she has left schools and colloges, 
railways, and thousands oC llcrcs of 
irrigated land. .Mr. Joachim deplor- 
ed Oluindrs iiifliience In attempting 
to rid India of Western Civilization 
w-lilch Wiis impos.-iible In these niod- 
orii limes of tr:insporiation and In- 
tercoiir.se. Tlie eiti-,!en of tomorrow 
wlil not bo aii iiulivldiiallst or na- 
tionalist but u cosinopolltc. 

India Could never become inde- 
j iH iulont unless the sscial sysloni were 
I reformed. "There is no such thing ;ts 
an Indian. race." In India are 732 dif- 
foi'cnt klngdoniK and many different 
religions, .\niino.vity and jealousy 
"Xist between these kingdoms. How

ifchui.OL-ts .-^l'/ic Is e.ssencially Uer- 
man, indeed, many of his soii.gs, 
written lo suit Uerniau words, lose 
much o£ their charm in Anglo-^^axon 
ears. Most of his life was spent i i 
Vienna, :uiil the influence of this 
great musical eau lal is clearly dis- 
-in;;uishabic in his compositions. 

Schubert was very unsuccessful in 
financial mailers and this, coupled 
Willi th'-' faot thai his genius was not 
reci'i;iii2,.a until after his death, kept 
lilni ill :i sLa-o> of ■..■oiiliaual poverty. 
Bes'des all this ho was tho vict.ln ot 
dishonest and uuacroupulous pub- 
lishers, who while printing Ills works 
and receiving i!io fuH i,.-,..;Hs, only 
paid Che ccnipo-i'- a ine.'j pl.uiiice. 

"This is Seh',iu..;'!-s eoiitonary." de- 
clared l>r, l'en-;!! in ,i recent inter- 
view, "and it is hol ed lhat we can 
make this a nie:no:'ab:e and moment- 
ous event In the musical history of 
.McCilll I'niverslt.v. l.ast year the 
Lîeetlioven i.'e:iianary proved a great 
success .ina we see no reason why this 
year's. fo.-;:v:i! -.liould not prove more 
successful than last year'.s.''

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SCHUBERT 

T'no world i.* just now commemorating tlic 
conienary of tlio death of one of the great men 
of music. Tonight the Facuhy of ISIusic is. in 
honour of Fran?. Schubert, putting on an or- 
chestral concert in Moysc Hall. 

There are circumstances in the personal 
career of Franz Schubert, and in ihc hi.-^tory of 
his principal works, which render his position 
among, his fellow workers in music- and indeed 
in art generally, peculiar, if not unique. He 
lived not for himself, nor for those of his own 
time. This may be said of many men of genius, 
who. misjudged and misunderstood by their 
own generation, have afterwards come to be ac- 
counted the world's great ones. 

Eut Schubert suffered less from opposi- 
tion, prejudice ar.d onvy. than from simple lack 
of recognition. K we con.*idcr hi.« life in the ab- 
stract, it is that of an obscure individual who 
gained "a scanty livelyhood first as a school 
teacher and afterwards as a musician, who oc- i 
cupied his spai-e time with compositions of all ^ 
kinds which publishers looked upon with indif- 
ference, gr-iidgingly accepting a few towards 
the close of their author's life. 

There is nothing distinguishable from the 
experience of numberless humble wdrkers in the 
art of music, who pursue their useful but insig- 
nificant course and vanish from sight and mem- 
ory at one and the same time. Not for Schubert 
the varied experience among noble and prince- j 
ly patrons of music, which Handel, Haydn. Mo- j 
zart, and Beethoven "enjoyed and suffered. Not ; 
for 111 m "the Aihny existence of Mendelssohn, or-- 
the imemdiate popularity of Weber. Life for i 
him was commonplace, dreary, and even sordid ; j 
and yet. if we dwell but for an instant on the 
romantic and poetical in music the name of 
Schubert is the first which rises to our Hps. 

The mighty power of pe.'iius defiant of 
circumstances and surrounding, was surely 
never better illustrated that in the master we 
comemorate today in the observance of the cen- 
tenary of hi.= death. 

It has been .said thai there is a greater 
danger of o\-erestimating. Clearness of outline, 
concise and formal beauty are excellent things 
in mu.sical works, but an exqui^itç fancy, a 
poble imagination, and a lofty poetical .spirit 
are of infinitely greater account; atid no oin; 
over jjossw.sod thfsr; iiu^^i irîiabi».' gifts in richer

'.wù^i tha difficulty is .seriou'sncss cnpuglv in all 
Inilii. It i.s a i'ailuv.2 that will probnbly lead to 
other failures, and in later life will hz an open 
pit of inexperience that will be the cause of 
failure in many :m undorlaking. 

Wc have our campus jn-oblcms to .solve and 
our unexpected difficultic.s' to meet. Some of 
the simplest of thum will appear the most dif- 
ficult to .solve. It is well to remember that in 
solving them, and meeting them fairly face to 
fact^ wo are not .solving them alone- but arc 
building up that background that will be the 
key to ^ho .solution of the more impoHnnt 
troubles that will face us when wc leave the 
sheltering fold of our alma mater.
